Issues ranging from the proposed budget cuts far UNO 
to more competition in food services sparked Thursday's 
debate between the Student President/Regent candidates, 

The three candidates for the post, Jennifer Newhouse, 
Steve Meacham and Mike McKenna, debated in the Stu- 
dent Center Ballroom in frontof an estimated 100 students. 
Cursent Student President/Regent Mike Farqhuar was the 
moderator. 

Farqhuar first asked the candidates was whether they 
would support a proposed expansion for the Student Cen- 
ter. 

“It’s well worth it,” Meacham said. “If we have the 
expansion, we would have more space and improved 
services.” 

Newhouse said, “It’s a good idea, We would have more 
food variety.” 

McKenna added, “I’m for it. Right now, there’s smok- 
ers and non-smokers coming into conflict. We need morse 
space.” 

Farqhuar then asked each candidate what their main 
goals would be as President/Regent. 

Newhouse said her main goals wauld be more interac- 
tion with studentorganization and clubs, lowering parking 
fines and working to create mare student housing, 

McKenna said he would work more closely with the 
administration to help solve parking problems and to 
prevent more closed classes,

The appointment of a new discctor for the American 
Multicultural Seudents (AMS) and new regulations on cam- 
pus chal writing highlighted Thursday’s Student Senate 
meeting, the last meeting of the current Senate.

Meacham responded by saying many outside food 
services have natcame to UNO because they feel it would 
not be profitable during the summer months. He sug- 
gested students should talk with UNO's Food Services 
about their concerns.

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Sleepout raises aw

About 300 people traded their warm, cozy bells Friday 
tosicep outdoors onachilly Octoberevening toshow their 
support and to raise money for Omaha’s homeless. 

The people, many of whom slept in boxes, participated 
in the second annual Great Plains Winter Sicepout held in 
downtown Omaha's Central Park Mall Friday. 

Theevent was organized by the United Catholic Social 
Services, St. Vincent de Pau!, the Salvation Army, as well 
as various shelters, according to Kathy O'Connor, execue 
live director of the Alliance of Family Shelters. UNO’s 
Student Volunteer Action Committee also worked on the 
project, she said. 

“We had strong support and hundreds of hours of 
volunteer time put in by the UNO committee. They were 
instrumental in bringing this together,” O’Connor said, 

The slecpout is a community-wide event to affirm the 
sight of decent and affordable housing for all people, she 
said, 

“Basically, theeventis tomakeastatement forsafeand 
affordable housing and that it should be a priority,” 
O'Connor said. “It’s to create an experience where people 
come together and share that fecling and to kelp us each 
experience some sense of the vulnerability that someone 
who is without housing experiences on a daily basis.” 

O’Connor said this type of experience has been suc- 
cessful in creating more awaseness for the problems of 
homeless and unemployed people. 

“A number of the people I talked to after last year's 
event remarked that it was very easy for them to under- 
stand how difficult it is for a homeless person to get ajob. 
They noted that just getting through that one night atone 
was extremely exhausting,” she said. 

About $13,500 for various local shelters was raised 
during the event which began at 6 p.m. Friday and ended 
at 7 a.m. Saturday, O’Connor said, 

“Most of the funds raised were by students who went 
out and got pledges,” she said. “Our single largest dona- 
tion was $200 from Art’s Warehouse, and we had several 
$100 donations, But by far, the majority were between the

$10 and $20 pledges that the students who participated 
collected.” 

O'Connor said the event’s organizers will contact local 
corporations in the next few weeks for added donations. 

Several homeless peopte also participated in the sleepout. 

“I’ve been sleeping on the streets offand on for 15 years,” 
said Ray, a homeless person. “I usually sleep under bridges 
and in doorways. I once had a nice shed, but someone bummed 
it and now I’m back on the streets.” 

Ray admitted he is an atcchelic and spends most days 
walking around with 10 of his friends who are alsohomeless. 

“The Francis Houseand the Open Daor Mission (twolocal 
shelters) won't fet you in if you have been drinking,” he said, 
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“There ase about 10 of us who hang out together,” Ray 
said, “Many times we drink rubbing alcohol. Thatrubbing 
alcohol, if it’s mixed with water or orange juice, it tastes 
aul sight.” 

Ray said he usually eats food out of dumpsters behind 
various restaurants in the Old Market. 

The one-night slecpout dees not portray what being 
homeless is really like, he said. 

“These people don’t know whatit feels liketo be poos,” 
Ray said. “This sleepout is not the real thing. The people 
who live down here don’t have any boxes. We live in 
doorways and sometimes we have no place to break the 
wind, I should be so lucky.” 


Services about their complaints,” Meacham 
said.
